No one single witoesa wbo appeared lbe>

lie had bougtil. In noma cases it would 
seem that whan a certain number of feat were 
sold it was described qs being ou one side, 
but in the majority ot inatauoea il doea not 
appear that even thia vngao desoriplioc was 
givoD. Id but very few eauas had tho pur- 
ctiaaers ever viewed their purchase, and 
there is but one case in which the purchaser 
bad entered into poasaesaion, or had dona 
one act which uodot ordinary oirouraslaocea 
any praiient man would do whan becomlog 
possessed of property. Real Estate Tax is 
atill due on nearly all iho property sole, and 
bas been duo ainco tbe data of sale. 

None of the purobasera bavo ever raada 
any attempt to pay this liability. In ibo 
oases where it is not due, the original 
owDCra have continued to pay, and appear 
to bo totally unaware ol the salo.

eapeoially to meet a case which tho law 
could certainly not contomplato, is very 
(greatly to be deplored. Tho oricinal Ileal 
Estolo Tax Act waa paased in 1860. Thai 
Act by it'i provisions conloinplatud Ibo sale | 
of tho property wilhin the year of the lax 
falling duo. Tho machinery 05 Iho Act 
earns, however, to havu boL'U defective, and 
no sales were made either in that or in tbe 
four following years. Tba first sale waa 
made in April, 1805. and eome ol tho propnr- 
ty then disposed ol w a.) sold in de null of 
lakes for tho years 1861 and 1862, in many 
oaaes when the taxes for \8fj\ and 1863 has 
been paid. Thus A. might buy from B., and 
and was contoat with receiving B'a recoipl 
for tbe previous year's tnxea. B. may have 
booRht from C. and may have been equally 
careful to require tho produoiion of C's ro- 
ceipt, but D from whom C pu.-chusoil, may 
have aogleoted to pay bia taxes, or the te.v, 
may not have been in' course ol payment, 
and C may, tbrpagh ignotanoe, have omitted 
to pay,' jtberfirsjt year's. toxes^. Eventually the 
land i8's(ild'and ''A' sVffersriilihough no de- 
faulter bimso'.f, and confident in tho punctu- 
ulity of his own puymeni?, doei! not eoueern 
himself about Tax Sales, so thul lie reninina 
iu enliro ignorance of tba injury ho ha.a suf- 
fered until accident reveals it. Be.-idea the 
case of an innocent puroha-er, may bo men> 
tioned nuroeroua oases .p^-M^llj^agees who, on 
eodoavouring to r«aiizB Ihoir securities, find 
that the Mori(^ac;.ir has not paid his tuxes, 
and having lelt tlio Colony or beeoino bank 
rupt, the property mny huvo boon boUI or 
may hayejbeooma liable to bo sold, whereas 
if tho tax' bad been llected at a proper 
lime it mitiht hare been obtained from tho 
person primarily liable. 

VI. In no caso, except when nn entire lot 
has been aold, and ali subscqiieut tiixea puid 
by tho purchaaer, do we believe that a cuii- 
veyanco could be given to the purchaaer, and 
than only wbon a levy bad been "first at^ 
templed ; for in all other cases cither' tho 
property sold was not di-Hcribad with Fiifii- 
oient certainty at the tin:-! of nule, or the 
personal remedy not pursued in tlie first in- 
atanoo, or the original inleresi of Ihi; first 
purchaaer has been so modified by snb.-e- 
quent detanlts, and the mterventinn of oilivr 
interests,' tbat It would be a difiieult matter 
indeed;t0 determioe lhe poison rightly enti- 
tled to a esnyeyance, and^ tbe ^uyerp^meot.

VII. Alter a careful leview, ther Joro, of 
the whole mallet, eeuing that tbe law has 
been applied in a manner that cannot have 
beoo contemplated, and realizing wtiai a 
very houvy injury would be' lulliote.l npm 
many innocent persons were tl;j prcipi^rty 
aold to ba coiiflrmed to tho pureh,iser.-i, and 
onnaideriug the faot that Ihojo purobasera 
have never taken ppssesilod df - or '.titlliz'ed 
their purohaaea, and canabt'bb'^Bi) tfoSf'f'iA- 
jurod as tho owners of tho proreriy wliich 
Das been sold, we are of the di'libei'uie uj 1 
unanimous opinion that luirnnJ pubstuoiiil 
justice will be done, nod a i^rcat emburrii;-s- 
ment removed, i! the money paid by il'O 
purchasers ba refunded to them with a liberal 
rate of iolere^t, aod-^lbe2a.moupt|0{ money i>o 
rafnndel be registered in.tfie Land Rv^istry 
Offioo as a obarge at;uin3t the property liable, 
the said charge lo carry wilh it interoU at a 
rate tqoal to the loss the public may HUit;ii:i 
tbr0Uf;n default of pnyiuect of taxes; and 
should the charge and interost not be repaid 
by tha owner of tho properly wiiliih a cer- 
tain specified lime — say two years— then 
the entire lot or parcel of IlearEslato should 
be sold, the claim ogaiiift it so registered bt: 
disohargad out of tha procacd-i, and the bal- 
lance paid into the Treasury for the bcnelil 
of those whom it may concern.
